Six years ago, Carlos Morales weighed 400 pounds. After having gastric bypass surgery, Morales began 
cycling and co-founded the Eastside Bike Club. Now, the 54-year-old owns a bike shop in Monrovia and 
credits the bicycle for saving his life. 

In June 2008, Carlos Morales co-founded the Eastside Bike Club with eight friends. Now 54, Morales 
says at the time he weighed 400 pounds, and his doctors told him "they&#39;d done everything they 
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could." Today, the club has 400 members, and Morales is much lighter - and healthy. "The street 
became our gym," he says. "We were the first bike club in northeast Los Angeles," says Morales. He 
talks about kids coming out of housing projects to watch, since "they don't see this in our 
neighborhoods." He believes that the bike club can inspire young people to stay out of gangs and away 
from drugs: "It's healthy, it's green, it's clean - can't beat it!"

The demolition of the Bridge slated for APRIL was delayed for at least 6 months!

Here are some Facts that help set the record straight. Use them the next time someone circulates a 
rumor: 

JUST THE FACTS: 

✓ Bureau of Engineering (BOE) issued a notice that demolition of the Steel Bridge will be delayed by as 
much as 6 months. So let’s keep the discussion going! 

s BOE told City Leaders to act before the end of December based on a schedule to demolish the bridge 
in April. Will BOE inform City Leaders there is more time to consider? 

✓ Now there is a real opportunity to develop bona fide information and make well-informed decisions 
regarding the fate of the historic bridge. Let a Scoping Study begin! 

✓ Rumors that demolition already occurred to existing bridge supports are false. 

✓ Federal Highway Administration records confirm the bridge structure is SATISFACTORY 

✓ The bridge structure was not deemed “unsafe” by the Federal Inspectors. 

✓ What was deemed “unsafe" was the geometry of the bridge access; vehicles are forced to make a 90 
degree turn before crossing the steel bridge. 

✓ The Bridge is LA City Historic Landmark #908 and protected by City organizations. 

✓ The original environmental approval to replace the bridge was granted to literally take the place of the 
historic bridge. 

✓ City Engineers relocated the replacement bridge and it no longer takes the place of the historic 
structure. 

✓ Because of this move, the environmental justification for removing the historic structure is no longer 
sound. BOE is required to revised their Environmental Report! 

✓ The Bridge was seismically retrofitted in 1987 despite what BOE tells us. 

✓ It is the last steel span bridge in Los Angeles crossing the Los Angeles River 

s It is the location of the Juan Bautista de Anza Expedition’s crossing of the LA River and 
commemorates the birth of the Pueblo that became Los Angeles 

✓ It is part of Route 66, a historic route known all over the world. 

✓ The Land Bridge park works in keeping cars, trucks and all drivers safe on the new bridge by 
providing a separate safe place for pedestrians, bicyclists and families who want to connect with our 
parks and neighborhoods in the City of Los Angeles

Historic Windows Up at District Office

When CD1 moved into the historic Highland Park Masonic Building, the owner removed the 90-year-old 
prismatic glass from the windows and solicited the help of local restoration experts and fine arts studio, 
Judson Studios. For months, Judson Studios has worked to clean up and restore the prismatic glass 
and the casing around the windows, in order to restore them to their original state. On Thursday, Judson 
Studios hand delivered and installed the windows.

NEWS UPDATE 

Cedillo Helps Save the Zanja Madre

On April 10, 2014, construction workers at Forest City’s Blossom Plaza site uncovered a significant 
portion of the Zanja Madre (Mother Ditch), the original aqueduct that brought water to the Pueblo de Los 
Angeles from the Rio Porciuncula (Los Angeles River). In compliance with the project’s mitigation 
monitoring plan, Forest City have retained Cogstone Resource Management, Inc., as their on-site 
archaeological team.Cogstone and Forest City immediately undertook measures to carefully excavate, 
photo, document, and chart this exciting discovery and notified my staff and the City’s Office of Historic 
Resources (OHR). Both staff from OHR and CD1 were on-site the next day to observe and consult with 
Forest City representatives, Cogstone, and the construction team. 

CD1 was extremely excited about the discovery of the Zanja Madre, which served as the lifeline to the 
survival and early development of Los Angeles, and which has apparently survived nearly 130 years 
below the former Little Joe’s parking lot just south of Capitol Milling. We are also very proud of the 
leadership and diligence of staff and the public-private partnership that has been forged with Forest City 
and Lauren Bon of Metabolic Studios to collaborate and explore the feasibility and development of a 
preservation action plan together with consultation and support of OHR and the Los Angeles 
Conservancy. A multitude of logistics are being undertaken in preparation for the excavation, removal, 
and storage of a large segment of the Zanja Madre that will enable us to preserve and tell the story of 
the Zanja to our children, visitors, and future generations within the future Blossom Plaza’s Cultural 
Plaza, the Los Angeles Historic State Park, and as part of Metabolic Studios’ Los Angeles River Water 
Wheel project. 

The Zanja Madre was originally an open, earthen ditch which was completed by community laborers 
within a month of the founding of El Pueblo de Nuestra Senora La Reina de Los Angeles in 1781. This 
mother ditch originated at the Los Angeles River near the present day North Broadway historic Buena 
Vista Bridge and ran for more than a mile across the base of the bluff to the original Plaza, then curved 
north toward the hills.A brush and earth dam (toma) was used to divert water from the Los Angeles 
River into the ditch. In the 1850s, a water wheel was installed at the toma to increase water supply to the 
Zanja Madre. Water then was distributed to a number of houses along the principal streets through a 
system of wooden pipes. There is a square main brick reservoir in the middle of the Plaza, which was 
the terminus of the town's historic lifeline: the Zanja Madre. 

According to Cogstone’s 2004 report prepared for Metro in connection with the previous uncovering of 
the Zanja Madre below the North Broadway bluff along the Gold Line access road north of Capitol 
Milling and the Chinatown Gold Line Station, the Zanja was an open ditch along the base of a bluff until 
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1877 when a tunnel over 3000 feet long was cut into the sandstone of the bluff. Zanja Madre water was 
used for household and irrigation purposes within the City of Los Angeles from 1781 into the late 1860s; 
thereafter it served mostly for irrigation. The Zanja Madre as a water system was a critical factor in the 
survival and growth of Los Angeles. Improvements to the Zanja Madre after 1884 consisting of 
replacement with brick conduit of 3 to 3.5 ft. diameter ending at First Street failed to keep pace with 
population growth and irrigation demand. By 1904 the zanja system was abandoned as a water source. 
Portions of the system were retained as part of the stormwater system. 

Prior to the discovery at the Blossom Plaza construction site, you could view a remnant of the 
bricked-over Zanja Madre in the area behind the Gold Line station in Chinatown, preserved by the Metro 
rail system. Also, in the heart of Olvera Street, in the DWP two floor display, at the lower level, a part of 
the Zanja Madre is also preserved there. 

Dodgers Traffic Mitigation

Over the past few months, our office has been working diligently around the clock to provide as much 
relief as possible to our constituents. We have been meeting regularly with the Dodgers organization 
and City departments. Our goal is to maximize the flow of traffic in and out of the Stadium as quickly as 
possible while minimizing the affects to the residents. This is a start and there are still some pieces that 
need to be finalized (including parking). Additional updates will be provided as they come in. Below are a 
list of mitigations by CD1: 

1. New crosswalks at the following locations: 

•Lilac Terrace & Stadium Way (On the north leg - to cross Lilac Terrace) 

•Lookout Dr & Stadium Way (Installing all-way stop control & continental crosswalks for all 3 legs) 
•Academy Rd "by Dodgers Stadium Gate C" (On the north leg- to cross Academy Rd) 

2. Department of Transportation Deployment—Additional DOT officers at the following locations (with a 
"Local Access Only" A-frame; new locations that were previously not in the original plan) 
•Solano/Broadway 

•Bishops Road/ Broadway with a "Local Access Only" and a LAPD officer to enforce traffic violations and 
keep our communities safe. There will also be an additional DOT officer On Bishops Canyon/Broadway, 
which is a brand new location that we have requested. 

•Stadium/ Scott 
•Sunset/ Elysian Park 
•Boylston/ Academy 
•Lookout/ Stadium Way 

3. LAPD Deployment 

•Stationary Officer on Solano/ Broadway 
•Roaming Officer in upper Solano 
•Roaming Officer on Scott side 
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4.Additional A-frames at the following locations (also new locations, not previously in the plan) 

•Boylston/ Scott 
•Stadium/ Lookout 
•Stadium/ Bernard 
•Academy/ Jarvis 

Parking has been one of the biggest issues. We will begin to circulate petitions for permitted parking and 
will be enlisting your help once that process starts. If you are able to help, please do not hesitate to 
contact us directly. 

This is a work in progress that we will continue to work out. As mentioned, there are still other items in 
the works.

Miles injured his leg while kicking a window open, 
however, it provided an exit for himself and other students fleeing the chaos and flames on the bus. Hill 
suffered burns to his face, hands and legs and his collar bone was broken but his spirit and courage 
impassioned him to act.According to Gaylord Hill, his son is healing both emotionally and physically and 
their family is proud of him. 

Miles is a student at Renaissance Arts Academy in Eagle Rock where he studies music and plays the 
violin and his brother, Langston plays the viola. They were both former students of Mt. Washington 
Elementary and plan to attend San Francisco State University in the fall. CD1 is proud to have Miles as 
a constituent and we pray for his quick recovery. Our thoughts are with the families whose loved ones 
did not survive the crash. 
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It’s the courage and valor that Miles exemplified in this tragic situation that earn him the honor of being 
this week’s person that is Making the First District #1!
